SHOT DOWN ON THE STREET. 


Moines Liquor-Dealer Fatally 
Wounded by a Constable. 

Des Motnes, Ia., March 3.—[Special. }—At 6 
o’clock this evening a street fight took place 
on one of the principai thoroughfares in this 
city which resulted in the fatally wounding 
of a@ young colored man named ‘* Dude”’ 
Henderson by William Skinner, one of 
the constables who searched for contra- 
band liquors. Henderson is known as a 
tough and gambier and keeper of a low re- 
sort in that section of tne city known as 
** Whitechapel.”” This morning Skinner and 
his son went to Henderson’s piace to search 
for liquor. They had a row, and Henderson 
claimed that they clubbed him. Late in the 
day Henderson got under the influence of 
liquor and went gunning for the officer. He 
told a companion that he was going to shoot 
Skinner. They metat the corner of Fifth 
and Locust streets about 6 o’clock this even- 
ing and Henderson began talking to the of- 
ficer, ad in an instant both had drawn their

were tired. One struck Henderson in 
the pit of the stomach and passed en- 
tirely thorough body, coming 
out near the backbone. When he was hit he 
turned to run. and fell on the sidewalk and 
another bullet feli out of his clothes. He was 
taken to his home and a doctor summoned, 
who stated that he could not livé uatil mid- 
night. 

Henderson said that the trouble began at 
his place this morning, when Skinner clubbed 
him. When he met him this evening he 
asked him why he hit him; and they taiked a 
little. when, as he claims, both Skinner and 
bis son shot at him. Henderson admits that 
he fired at Skinner, but ciaims that it was 
not until after he was shot. Some of the 
bystanders claim that Henderson fired first. 

There was a crowd around 
when the shooting took place. One bullet 
went through the window of Harlan’s drug 
store on the corner, and struck the opposite 
hall, only afew inches above the head of a 
cierk who stood behind the counter. Skin-

Then it was discovered that Mr, Taul- 
bee was a victim .,of heart-disease and his 
system could not stand anzsthetics, The op- 
eration was abandoned. Another consulta- 
tion will be held in the morning and a second 
effort to place the patient under the infiv- 
ence of ether will be made. The bullet wili 
be removed tomorrow probably, no matter 
whetner Mr. Taulbee js etherized or not. He 
is very sick tonight his chances for re- 
covery are not as good as they were Satur- 
day or yesterday.

The 
strict commission firms and pulls generally 
approve the directors’ action. The bears, as 
@ rule, and speculative firms which are sus- 
pected of “ bucket-shopping ” their owimbusi- 
ness disaporove it. : 

William T. Baker, Presideat of the board, 
gave Tas Tarsune an interview yesterday 
which represents the feeling of the directors. 
“The bucket-shops,” he said, ‘must be de- 
stroyed, if possible. As their only cap- 
ital consists in the official  quota- 
tions of the -Board of Trade, we 
have determined to wipe out this capital. We 
have been forced to use this final resource by 
the recent decisions of the courts compelling 
us, as long as we furnish quotations at ail, to 
furnish them to all alike. We will simply 
furnish them to none, and have given thirty 
days’ notice to that effect, fhe resolution 
was adopted ia accordance with an intima- 
tion thrown out by tne Court of Appeals, 
and there is no doubt we will be abie to sus- 
tarn our action despite any litigation the 
bucket-shops may involye usin. The result 
of our action on the business of tne boara 
can only be good, The oucket-shops, which 
were made possible a few years ago by ne 
introducuon of the ‘ticker,’ bave multiplied 
until they are scattered through every city 
and town in the sour: They are sucking 
tne life-blood from t They annually di- 
vert millions of dollars from legitimate busi- 
ness to the worst sort of gambiing. A faro- 
bank is not half as bad as a coroner, 
The latteris more dangerous because it Is 
more public and seemingly more respectabie. 
In a square faro game a’man has some 
chance to win, but in bucket-shops he plays 
against loaded dice. 

WILL IMPROVE BUSINESS. 

*“ The destruction. of this army of varm- 
pires will improve business everywhere. Ail 
the grain exchanges of the country will cer- 
tainly profit by it. Money instead of being 
thrown away im gambling will go into the 
legitimate markets. The Soara of Trade 
will experience the benefit of the general 
improvement, . The briskness which char- 
acterized our business beforg we established 
the quotation department seven or eight 
years ago will revive. Our .customers. will 
not suffer by the loss of continuous quota- 
uons. We can keep them adequately in- 
formed of the state of the markets oy private 
messages. No customer who isdoing a legit- 
mate business has any use for infinitesimally 
fractional quotations, coming in every muin- 
ute. A man who buyson investment or sells 
ot speculation does notcare for a sixteenth 
of acent. Such quotations are valuable only 
to the bucket-shops, which live by freezing 
out their patrons on short fluctuations. 

“The oid commission-mén’s custom. of 
sending out to their correspondents market 
‘news’ will be revived. By ‘news’*I mean 
a statement of the causes and éffects which 
may be operating to make prives, such as 
foreign demand, shipping, consumption, and 
soon. The bucset-shops haye caused us to 
abandon these news messages. If we 
send one now to a customer he is too 
apt to take advantage of the information 
and run around wo the nearest bucket-shop to 
gambie on it. With the abolition of bucket- 
shops trade will also improve through a rise 
m prices. The buckét-shops have caused the 
low which have prevailed in bread- 
stufis for several years. Every bucket-shop 
proprietor is an unnatural bear on the. mar- 
ket, because he must ‘copper’ his patrons, 
who, as aruie, are bulls. 

“No, the Board of Trade can only profit 
by the discontinuance of its official quota- 
tions. It will save $9,000 a year now spent in 
coliecting @n ‘tickers;’ and will renew the 
prosperity itexperienced before the torma- 
tion of the department.”’ 

TELLING DIFFERENT STORIBS. 

George 5S. Essex of E. L. Brewster & Ca. 
said: “The discontindance of quotations 
will make an active option market. We can 
wire prices to ovr customers just as quickly 
and as often, if required, as they now get 
them by the ‘ticker.’’’ 

Robert Lisdpiom said: “ Speculators will 
now replace ‘scaipers.’. These little fellows 
that keep their nose at the tape watching for 
one-eighth of a cent profit will have to go out 
of business or adopt broader views.” 

A member of the firm of Norton & Worth- 
ington: “The directors’ action was good. 
It will kill the bucket-shop business, which 
is. dependent on the quotations, but it won’t 
burt ours because we make the quotations. 
Seven or eight years ago, when we had no 
quotations, we made more money than we 
have since. The business that now goes into 
the bucket shops will go to legtimate ex- 
changes.”’ 

Mr. Kennett of Jones, Kennett. & Hopkins: 
“It will shut up business by stopping specula- 
tion. It will kill the bucket-shops, but it will 
also greatly curtail the business of the boara, 
Itcan only beatemporary move. After thirty 
days’ trial the board will have to make some 
arrangoment in compliance with the law for 
supplying its customers with quotations. 
The New York Stock Exchange tried the 
same thing @ short time ago. Ihe cessation 
of its quotations paralyzed business for one 
or two weeks. Tnen it bought out the Com- 
mercial Ticker company, and sought in that 
way to get contro! of itg own quotations. It 
is pow sending them out by an arrangement 
with the Goid and Stock Telegraph company. 
The Board of Trade wiilhave to adopt. simiiar 
means to get control of its own quotations, 
and then resume the department.’ 

Sidney S. Date of Lamson Bros. had this 
to say: “It’s bad. It won’t close the bucket- 
shops. Murphy will. still be able to get min- 
ute quotations from the floor of the ex- 
change, which, white not official, will in all 
other respects be the same as those he now 
gets. Even if the board could so discipline 
its members that they wonid refuse to give 
him prices he could yet get them from New 
York, St. Louis, or even Evanston. The 
board is using the wrong weapon to fight the 
bucket-shops.

THEY SAY HE D:ED FROM EXPOSURE. 


Bert Hanson’s Friends Make Charges 
Against the Augustana Hospital. 

Bert Hanson, 28 years old, died yesterday 
at the Augustana Hospital, on Lincoln ave- 
nue, from typhoid-fever and under circum- 
stances which will be made the subject of an 
investigation by the Coroner today. 

The story, as told by a friend of Hanson 
in the Coroner’s office yesterday, was that 
the dead man, who was employed at Chil- 
berg’s ice-machine factory, Eighteenth and 
Canal streets, becoming ill with typhoid- 
fever, was taken to the Augustana Hospital, 
where he grew worse. 

A week ago, it was said, Hanson, becoming 
delirious, tions were made to send him 
to the Detention Hospital for the Insane. The 
Coroner’s informant said Hanson was 
bundied into a carriage and seat to the de- 
tention hospital in charge of Charles and Pe- 
ter Carlson, nurses at the. Augustana Hospi- 


tal. 

The attendants, it was said, bore a certifi- 
cate from their Superintendent to the effect 
that Hanson was suffering from acute mania 
and typhoid-fever. The patient was refused 
admittance to.tne detention hospital, as are 
ail patients with contagious diseases. 

Then, it is said, the Carlsens produced a 
certificate from Dr. John H. Chew of No. 417 
North State street stating that Hanson was 
avictim of acute mania but omitting any 
mention of typhoid-fever. 

Hanson’s fmend said that Dr. Chew wrote 
this certificate without maxing any examina- 
tion of the patient. The detenton hospital 
authorities refused to receive the man, who 
was then driven back to the Augustana Hos- 


pital. 

Hanson’s friends claimed that his death 
was due-to exposure while being driven back 
and forth between the two hospitals. 

At the detention hospital Mrs. 8S. A. Doug- 
las, the matron, was seen. * Yes, I know 
about Hanson’s case,” she said. “I was 
in when he was brought bere. In Dr. 
Heuchling’s absence I refused to receive the 
patient. He was delirious, as are most 

tients in the dangerous stages of typhoid- 

ever. We cannot receive any one suffering 
with a contagious disease, and the certificate 
said plainly that Hanson had typhoid-fever. 
Then they came back-with a certificate to 
the effect that he was insane, but Dr. 
Heuchling, who was here then, said the 
patient could rot be admitted.” 

The matron said further that many private 
hospitals try to get the county to take cases 
of dangerous delirium when the patient is 
likely to die, and that she thought Hanson’s 
had the appearance of being such a case.

Ir is over three months since the Supreme 
Court of this State declared the Gas Trust to 
be an illegal corporation, inasmuch as it was 
organized to prevent competition and thus 
maintain an artificial high price for the 
illuminating fiuid in this city. By inference 
the companies constituting the Gas Trust 
were deciared by the court to have vio- 
lated their charters by entering into an | 
agreement to prevent competition. The or- 
dinances of the Consumers’ and the Equita- 
bie companies especialiy provide against 
such combination. No action has yet been 
taken by tne City Law Department looking 
towards the forfeiture of the charters of tne 
law-breaking combinations. One of the Al- 
dermen, Bidwill, introduced resolutions in 
the Council urging action three weeks ago. 
These were referred to a committee consist- 
ing of the Mayor and a specia! committee, of 
which Ald. Horn, the head of the Council 
Gas Committee, is by courtesy the Chair- 
man. The Mayor has never met the commit 
tee. Horn, the Chairman, bas made no effort 
to bring the members together. He has 
merely put a notice of the meeting on the 
committee-book of tne Council, He has 
taken no interest im the matter. This is the 
same Horn -who went onasuddenly con- 
ceived trip to Milwaukee when the ordinance 
compelling Roesing to pay over the interest 
on the city’s money for municipal purposes 
was under consideration. Horn is one of 
Hertz’s Aldermen. It is about time that the 
Council should take this important matter 
out of his hands and demand an opinion from 
the Corporation Counsel on the subject. It 
Snould be understood that the people of the 
South and North Divisions are now paying 
25 cents per 1,000 feet. more for gas than 
they did two years ago, when the Gas Trust 
was formed. The Mayor and the Aldermen 
have not made an effort to get back to tne old 
price of $1 per thousand. This question 
should be made an issue in the spring. cam- 
paign. Horn ought to be dropped trom the 
Council at the first opportunity. As long as 
he and men like him are ina majority the 
Gas Trust can charge such prices as it deems 
fit. 


NO SIDESHOWS ARE WANTED, 

There are many Chicagoans, not devoid of 
general intellizence, to whom the World's 
Fair presents itself crudely im the light of a 
big circus, with lots of sideshows. This is 
not surprising. The biggest thing they know 
of in the amusement way is the mammoth, 
three-ring aggregation of Barnum or Fore- 
paugh, and the Worid’s Exposition is re- 
garded -by them only asa gioritied circus, 
which shall cover the Lake-Front with its 
majestic spread of canvas, while the side- 
shows, instead of hugging the big tent, shail 
be scattered ali over the city. 

A circus has a wild beast show. There- 
fore the World’s Fair must have a zodlogical 
exposition to be placed in Lincoln Park, with 
*“gondolas” plying between it and the grand 
ring on the Lake-Front. This collection of 
animals, the sweepings of the menageries of 
the country, will hardly be attractive to 
those Englishmen who have visited the 
wonderful Zodlogical Gardens in London, 
the outcome of the lavish and intelligent ex- 
penditure of generations, which bave no rival 
in the world. It is also proposed that there 
be in one of the South Side parks a “great 
botanical exposition,” consisting of what- 
ever can be scratched together in the two 
years in which these individuals say the 
preparations for the Fair can be made, As 
botanical gardens are things of siow growth, 
this particular sideshow would probably de- 
generate into some trees in tubs with tables 
set around between them, a summer garden 
where ice-cream and lemonade might be 
served. With this bait it is expected to 
catch the Parisians, whoare familiar with 
the marvelous Jardin des Plantes, which rep 
resents the growth of two hundred and 
fifty years and is @ constant show in 
Paris, was there for centuries before 
the Exposition came, and wili remain after 
the Exposition has been forgotten. Some 
other park not yet designated will provide 
quarters for the two-headed caif, the fat 
woman, and the living skeleton. At each 
of these sideshows there will be people seil- 
ing popcorn, candy, and lemonade. There 
will be all the features of the circus, but on 
a magnificent scale. 

Todo anything of this kind would be to 
provoke the inextinguishabie laughter of the 
world, with the exception of the showmen 
and the fakers. These zodlogical and botan- 
ical features are good things in their way 
and place, but they cannot be made special- 
ties of the Fair, though the suggestions may 
be utilized for the improvement of tne city. 
Thereis noreason why the Lincoin Park 
Commissioners, who bave a few animals 
which mightily please tne children, should 
not add greatiy to their coilections of Ameri- 
can animals, so that by the time the Exposi- 
tion opens in 1893 they may have something 
which, while it cannot challenge comparison 
with Ola World exhibits, may at least be of 
interest to Chicagoans and to many of the 
American visitors to tne Fair. But it must 
be simply one of: the interesting things in 
the city, like the Auditorium, not a part of 
the great Exposition. 

It would also be an excellent idea were the 
South Park Commissioners to set apart a por- 
tion of their ample domain for such American 
trees and plants as will stand a Chicago cii- 
mate or can be conveniently put under glass. 
The mere groupiug together of all the trees 
which will not winter-kill here would be a 
valuable acquisition to the park. It would 
take years for this idea to be carried out 
fully, but enough could be done by 1898 to 
add to the attractiveness of the city. These 
things must be done, however, by the Park 
Commissioners. Like the cleaning of the 
streets, the banishing of the smoke, and the 
| bettermg of the means of transit, they are 
designed to make the city a more agreeable 
one for those who come here to see the Ex- 
position. 

The circuses were on one part of tne Lake- 
Front and the Exvosition Building is on 
another. Therefore it is insisted that the 
World’s Fair must be held tnere.. The rea- 
son assigned is that itis so central; it is but 
& step from the business quarter and every- 
body can run in there during the noon hour. 
If the Fair, like the circus and the Exposi- 
tion, had to be supported only or chiefly by 
Chicagoans this argument woulda nave great 
weight. The Exposition would never have 
paid expenses but for its Chicago visitors, for 
the outside territory which is tributary to 1t 
is too small, unaided, to make it @ success.

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WHY THEY CLING TO SOUTH WATER 
STREET. 

Those West-Siders who want to establish 
@ great “ business center” on their side of 
the river can form some idea of the diff- 
culties in the way by studying the efforts 
which some of the commission-men have 
been making for years to get away from 
South Water'street and to form a similar 
business center in another part of the city. 
Whenever they have tried it they have 
failed and have been glad to get back to 
their old quarters. This anxiety of every- 
body to be on the one short street and the 
consequent bidding against one another for 
stores on the part of the commission-men 
have forced rents up to an excessively high 
figure. South Water street stores are «a 
bonanza for their owners, while it is hara to 
rent some of those two or three blocks away. 
Most of the commission-mea, huddied to- 
gether in cramped up quarters and paying this 
heavy rent tax, say that a number ought to 
emigrate and move off like a colony to the 
North or West Side. But nobody wants to 
be the first to go. Eech wants somebody else 
to try it and see whether the experimenter 
can carry bis business along with him. Those 
who go first must take all the vhances, and 
those who remain behind hope they will be 
abie to secure lower rents. This is one great 
reason why everybody talks and nobody acts. 
This hesitamon is not unreasonable. It so 
happens that at present, and it may continue 
so for some time, a commission-man doing 
business on South Water street is surer of a 
steady trade than anywhere else. The 
wholesale grocery stores lie on and east of 
State street, and neariy ail their customers 
are also customers of the commission- 
men. It is a great convenience for the retail 
grocers, nearly allof whom sell fruits and 


vegetables, to have the two places which. 


they must visit daily, often two or three 
times a day, close together. The small store- 
keeper who sends every day to the vicinity 
of State and South Water for the groceries 
he needs kilis two birds with one stone by 
buying his cabbages and strawberries at the 
same time. If we commission-men were 
over on the West Side some of the retail gro- 
cers of that division would not be iucon- 
venienced, but the North and Seuth Side 
ones would be, and as long as they could buy 
what they wanted on South Water street 
they would never cross the South Branch. 

This is what, in addition to ite locauon 
near the [llinois Central, over whichso much 
stuff reaches the city, gives the old and fa- 
vorite stand its strong pull. Were the whole- 
sale grocers to split up, some of them mov- 
ing to Market street and others to West 
Lake, it would be an easy matter for the 
commission-men to break up into sections 
and follow them. But as long as the former 
hang together it will be the ambition of the 
latter to have a Soath Water street store, 
even if the rent is something dreadful, for 
there they will be sure of customers. 


A DEMOCRATIC ORGAN’S NEEDLESS GLOOM, 

Dr. Edson, the Health Officer of New York, 
says he has found “an aggravated and dis- 
tressing formof the blues” a frequent result 
of the grip. and it would seem this must be 
the ailment just now afflicting the Chicago 
Herald, the jeading Western Democratic 
organ.

The New York Financier, a leading organ 
of Wall street, in attempting to criticise a 
recent decision of the Supreme Court of 
Iowa, says: 


We would lixe to know if Idwa's conduct to- 
ward its railway service is not sufficiently serious 
to warrant National iaterference. 

Stace rights may not permit such a course, but 
in the interests of the ple it would seem as if 
an amendment to our ututsop would be in 
order waking it so. 

That a State is allowed to obstruct traffic that 
is National in character, and sequester its prop- 
erty, as late Iowa State Court decisions com- 
mand, is an act of aggrandizement which, if 
plied by all other States, wouid disrupt our - 
wee sereeee altogether. 

action of this court has decided against 
the Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific railroad 
and compels it to pay back to shippers rates that 
were paid and sett for a8 long ago as 1880, and 
this decision is of such a sweeping c ter that 
every railway in that State is invoiv and to 
such ap extent that it becomes an open question 
ifevery one of them is not thrown into baak- 


j ruptcy. 


The court’s plea is founded upon excess of 
charge over what the road in some period of tts 
history granted in rates to some particular ship- 
per, which rates may have been due to excessive 
rate wars or to some cause that induced the road 
to adopt freight charges at ruinous figures. The 
court decides these cut rates must be main- 
tained, not ouly today, but during its early bis- 
tory, which means that no road in that State can 
possibly know when it has earned a aividend. 

Tris is @ monstrous oppression and another 
argument toward what we have oft repeated, 
that States are of no advantage to our people, 
but quite the reverse, 


Of course the lowa Supreme Court never 
made such a decision as is attributed to it by 
the Financier, and it would perhaps be too 
much to expect a Wall street organ to under- 
stand or estimate corréctiy any Western 
judicial rulings of legislative acts concern- 
ing railroad rates. Uther people, however, 
can see that in the Iowa case the court ap 
plied to the Pailroad company the same 
doctrine whieh Wouid fix:the obligation of 
an individual utider like circumstances. The 
case antedated the present railroad law of 
Iowa ana the Inver-State act, and had no re- 
lation to the rates established by the State 
Railroad Commussion, but presented a piain 
question of contract between shipper and 
carrier. Rates not being regulated or fixed 
by law at the time of the transaction in ques- 
tion (1880) the railroad company made a con- 
tract with the shipper for a certain rate 
and agreed ailso that if the charge 
should be reduced in favor of any one else he 
would be allowed ihe same advantage. 
Years afterwards the shipper learned that 
the railroad company had broken its contract 
with him and given others the advantage of 
lower rates. He sued for the damages caused 
by the breach of contract and the railroad 


4 company pleaded the statute of limitations. 


The attorneys for the shipper contended that 
as the facts as to violation of the contract 
were known only to the railroad company 
and kept secret by it for years the statute of 
limitations should not be applied to bar the 
shipper’s claim. This was the precise point 
decided by the Supreme Court and it heid 
that the statute of limitations ran against 
the shipper oaly from the time he discovered 
the fact that the raiiroad company had 
broken its contract with him. 

From the facts stated it will be seen that 
the lowa case has nothing to do with tne 
Inter-State act or the rates established by 
the Iowa commission. Nor was there any- 
thing in it which would compel the roads to 
adopt as standard reasonable rates the low- 
est charges they had ever made in a traffic 
war. The Supreme Court did not concern 
itself with auy question as to whether the 
rates in question were high orlow, but mere- 
ly declared that the company must abide by 
its contract to give the plaintiff as good rates 
as any one else. An individual making such 
@ contract would expect to be held to it 
strictly. A merchantor manufacturer who 
would agree to give a particular customer as 
good terms as he allowed any other could not 
look to the courts to. relieve him from the 
consequences of his own contract or justify 
him in breaking it. But the, Wail street 
idea seems to ve that when railroads are re- 
guired to abide by their contracts in the 
same manner as individuals it is time that 
the States and State courts be abolished, 
Tos doctrine of Wall street is that the rail- 
roads should brook no interference from the 
States ana acknowledge no superior author- 


ity. te 


HO NEED FOR A DRAINAGE DELEGATION 
IN WASHINGTON. 

At the meeting of the Drainage Trustees 
Saturday a committee of taree, consisting of 
Messrs. Prendergast, Willing, and Gilmore, 
was appointed to consider the advisability of 
sending a delegation from this city to Wash- 
ington to urge on the appropriate committees 
the duty of recommending certain improve- 
ments in thedilinois River ana the Missis- 
sipp: which would facilitate the work of the 
Drainage Trustees and aid in making the 
Chicago main drainage channel part of a 
great waterway.

CATTLEMEN ORDERED OUT OF THE CHER- 
OKEE STRIP 


The President has taken the best course in 
his power in ordering the cattle syndicates 
to move out of the Cherokee outlet. There 
is taik among the cattlemen of resisting the 
order and having & Gootest in the courts, but 
they will probably decide to make the best 
of the matter without a struggle, especially 
as they have been allowed until next October 
‘to dispose of their cattle and get out. Une 
reason for giving them so miich time was the 
fear that if wney were compelled to leave the 
strip at once they could not find grazing 
tracts elsewhere and their great herds wouid 
be forced om the market and the prices of 
beef be still further depressed to the injury 
of farmers and stéckmen throughout the 
West. Seven montns, however, will be 
ample time for the cattle syndicates to dis- 
pose of their herds or find new ranges out- 
side of the Cherokee outlet. 

The cattlemen have no reason to complain, 
since they. had no real right to occupy the 
Cherokee outiet and were permitted to go 
there only on the understanding that they 
must move out whenever the authorities 80 
ordered. The alleged. contracts which the 
cattle companies have with the Indians are 
subject to any action the Government may 
take. The pressure in Oklahoma is getting 
serious, and the Government is greatly inter- 
ested in opening the Cherokee strip to settle- 
ment and adding it to the detached portion 
of the Indian Territory now open to aettie- 
meat. Noone believes that the Cherokee 
outiet can long contuaue in tae possession of 
the Indians and iying as a barrier be- 
tween Oklahoma and Kansas. The impor- 
tance of getting this strip was seem as soon 
as it was proposed to oven Oklahoma, and a 
commission was appointed to negotiate with 
the Indians for the tract. The failure of the 
commission to make any headway with the 
Indians, notwithstanding persistent efforts, 
was undoubtedly owing to the fact that near- 
ly all the land in the strip is leased to cattle 
syndicates, and these couipanies bribed or 
bought up leading men among the Cherokees 
to regist any sale. The Indians were obstinate 
and unreasonabie, rejecting every proposi- 
tion offered them and making it plain that 
their partnership with the cattle syndicates 
must be dissolved before the Government 
could negotiate for the Cherokee outlet with 
any show of success. There was reason to 
believe that a majority of the Cherokees 
fayored selling the strip to the United 
States, but the cattiemen had the support 
of the big chiefs and ‘“squaw men,” 
who were bought up to prevent any sale of 
tne strip to the Government. Ia this situa- 
twon the President has done the best thing 
possible in ordering the cattlemen out. They 
went into the strip with the understanding 
that they must leave whenever tne Govera- 
ment might desire them to do so, and that 
time has arrived when their leases are found 
»biocking the execution of important public 
polimes. With the cattlemen out of the strip 
and the Cherokees no longer in receipt of 
revenue from that source it is likely the In- 
dians will be quick to. sell land for which 
they have no use, Negotiations for the 
Cherokee outlet will not fail after the cattle 
syndicates are all out and their leases termi- 
nated.
